WEEKLY CROP BULLETIN. 
General Remarks: 
The drought, 


which had become quite serious, was 
broken by tho generous rains dur- 
ing the latter part of tho week, nnd 
fall ploughing Is now being advanc- 
ed rapidly, with the soil in excellent 
condition. 
Although corn has not 


generally made rapid 
advancement 


during the past few weeks, there Is 
a generUl feeling of 
SiUlsfactlc)i 


among the farmers In regard to tho 
crop situation for the season. 


Temperature and Precipitation: A 


cool wave of moderate Intensity pas- 
sed over tho state during the middle 
of last week, resulting In light frosts 
of Thursday anil Friday mornings, 
except In a few exposed 
localities. 


General rain's occurred 
during tho 


latter part of the week throughout 
the state. 
In the central and north- 


ern sections the rain was 
heavy, 


several paints reporting precipitation 
In erve?3 of one Inch, while In the 
so'.-'.iiotu counties only light showers 
of.inod. 
The soil Is now generally 


In good condition for ploughing, but 
I::ore rain would be beneficial. 


Corn: 
The growth of corn has 


been materially retarded by tho cold 
and dry weather, nnd much complaint 
Is helng made about the oar not ful- 
ly forming. 
The early part of the 


week was favorable, the 
temperat- 


ure being moderately high, but ~ie 
lack of moisture greatly 
Interfered 


with the normal advancement. The 
late rains however, have not been 
without bcnellt and will hasten the 
maturity of the crop to some extent. 
Much of tho early plantings has hcen 
cut. but tlie major portion of 
tho 


crop will require about ten days to 
mature. 


Grain: 
Threshing Is still In pro- 
gress, and In some sections about 
completed; tho yield, although not 
up to the expectations In quality Is 
generally satisfactory. 


Buckwheat: 
Tho crop Is ready to 


cut In some sections, and In others 
will ho matured shortly. 
Consider- 


able complaint of Might Is made, but 
the outlook is promising. 


Clover and Pastures: 
The second 
crop has boon well secured,

where threshed for seed Is not up to 
expectation.
